Empty tin cans have no busi- 
ness about the premises anyway, but 
if we must so decorate our back yards, 
let’s see to it that the can has a hole 
in the bottom.

It 
declares that alcohol is the handmaiden 
of the disease which produces ten per 
cent of the deaths in the United States.

It is Lent. The usuag varieties of 
fresh fish are very scarce because of 
poor weather, which has prevailed on 
the fishing banks for weeks now, cut- 
ting down the catches of the fishermen. 
What fresh fish is offered for sale is 
rather high in price. There is little 
sign of a change in these conditions 
until the weather breaks. 

The housewife, during the period of 
scarcity this season has drawn on the 
cold storage for her supply. Never has 
the drain on the cold storage supply 
been as heavy as this year, indicating 
that housewives generally have awaken- 
ed to the fact that cold storage fish is 
a cheap but excellent substitute for 
the fresh article, when prices are high. 

At present, there is but one variety 
of fish in abundance at the Boston 
Fish Pier, the chief wholesale market 
of the country, and the principal fish 
distributing point of the Atlantic Coast. 
This variety is Newfoundland herring.

WILLIAM B. CARPENTER 


There was born at Lookout Moun- 
tain, Tenn., February 10, 1869, a son to 
Rey. and Mrs. Charles C, Carpenter, 
who was given the name Bancroft in 
respectful remembrance of the Bancroft 
family who were fellow-workers at 
Lookout Mountain with Rev. Mr. 
Carpenter. 

William Bancroft Carpenter in his 
Phillips class of 1886 was associated 
with a group of Andover boys, among 


‘them being Cecil K. Bancroft, Charles 


H. Cullinane, F. Homer Foster, William 
P. Graves, George R. Moody, William 
Odlin, Charles E. Taylor, George W. 
Waterman; Arthur S. Wilbur. 

After three years spent at Amherst 
College, he entered Harvard University 
and graduated with the class of 1890 and 
received the master’s degree in 1891. 
He taught at St. Mark's in Southboro, 
at high schools in Taunton and Woon- 
socket, R. I., and since 1900 in the 
Mechanic Arts High School of Boston. 
He was a forceful and successful teacher 
of mathematics and for the last few 
years was at the head of his department, 
respected and loved. He was influential 
in associations of mathematical teachers 
and served as treasurer and also as 
president of the Association of Teachers 
of Mathematics in New England. 

One of the singular coincidences of 
family life is that an older brother, 
Professor George R. Carpenter, was for 
sixteen years a professor at Columbia 
University, and that this brother 
William was for sixteen years also a 
teacher in the Mechanic Arts High 
School. 

The love of this youngest son for his 
mother was deep and affectionate and 
was manifested in frequent visits to the 
home in Andover, his last home-coming 
‘to see his invalid mother being on the 
Wednesday before his death, and in a 
constant interchange of letters, full of 
sparkle and incident and well adapted 
to encourage and to cheer. 
»~Histife.was one of serious, Christian 
_ondeavar ahd Ye the twinkle in his eye 
and the smile on his face revealed a 
deep-lying fund of inexhaustible humor, 
which brought happiness, to the home 
circle and to those without. 

After a’short and unexpected illness 
Mr. Carpenter died at his home in 
Jamaica Plain on Tuesday, March 21, 
at the age of forty-seven years. 

He was married in 1893 to Miss 
Katherine M. Hoyt, who survives him 
with two children, a Senior at Harvard 
and a daughter who expects soon to 
enter Mt. Holyoke College. 

The funeral was at his home yesterday 
afternoon, the officiating clergyman 
being Rev. C. W. Duffield of St. Luke’s

GEORGE H. VALPEY 


George H. Valpey, the senior member 
of the firm of Valpey Brothers of this 
town died very suddenly in Boston last 
Friday afternoon.

He 
does not show his true character. 
What‘is his character? 
from the beginning and the father of 
lies.” When a man says to you that 
the service of Jesus Christ is not the 
most important thing in the world, 
he is a lying spirit. Don’t condemn the 
man, but condemn the spirit, and shun — 
the man, unless he is willing to have 
this spirit cast out. “ Bese 
Some say, “We must have our 
fling.” ‘That is most absurd. Even the 
Germans say that it’s contemptible 
foolishness for young men to say that. 
A young man can’t have his fli 
without damaging some one else. I 
he is lost, what about the other one?

Using the Old Punchard Building 


There are several disquieting rumors 
fioating around, that the majority of the 
committee having to do with the con- 
struction of the new high school building 
are very desirous of constructing an 
entirely new building without making 
any use whatsoever of the old Punchard 
building, leaving that to stand by itself 
for whatever use may be determined 
later. Undoubtedly these rumors arise 
from a pretty general understanding 
that some members of the committee 
do believe that it is impossible to work 
out effectively any combination in which | 
the new construction shall take on the | 
old, and by use of the two together have } 
a satisfactory building either from the 
standpoint of architecture or the stand- 
point of general utility. 


Inasmuch as several suggestions have 
been made in the past two years plan- 
ning *to include the old building as a 
part of the new structure, where the 
working out of the plan was very invit- 
ing, we cannot help expressing a very 
strong belief that when all phases of the 
question have been analyzed by the 
committee, the townspeople may be 
assured that the economical, and what 
many people now believe to be the 
practical thing, will result, and that the 
old Punchard building. will be found 
a part of the new structure. If this 
situation is not realized, it will require 
some pretty careful explaining to justify 
any other method of handling the 
situation, with cost of construction 
standing where it does at the present 
time. 

The-old Punchard building has a lot 
of value. It has been retained only 
after considerable discussion. Had the 
plans of the committee been approved 


| a year ago, it would have been destroyed | 


long before this, and whatever value it 
To be sure, there 


the cost of construction over what it 
costs at the present time, but a saving 
representing only a small part of the 
actual value in the old building. 


The old building at the present time 
has a salvage of very great value in so far 


jas it provides a hall sufficiently large, 


properly ventilated, and well located for 
the new building, and which undoubt- 
edly would represent in the cost of a 
new structure to include such a hall, an 
additional fifteen or twenty thousand 
dollars. Plans have been presented by 
several builders and architects during 
the past vear to put trusses across under 
the hall, eliminate the first floor and 
partitions entirely, make the basement 
floor a gymnasium floor without par- 
titions, and provide a gymnasium, all 
within the same four walls now making 
up the Punchard building, with a net 
saving to the town of probably another 
ten to fifteen thousand dollars. 


Reputable builders and reputable 
architects are ready to stand behind 


| this proposition in its general aspects, 


and certainly the town of Andover 
never was in a position where it needed 
to save twenty-five to thirty thousand 
dollars any more than it does. at the 
present time, not only from the local 
standpoint, but from the general con- 
affecting building conditicns 
Again we affirm 
have every confidence that 
these facts are taken into 
account, and the whole situation is 
worked out, the committee is much 
more likely to make use of the Punchard 
building than not.

Judes Riley Gave Stirring Address 
on Ireland in Town Hall. Musi- 
cal Program Rendered 


On last Friday evening, the Town 
hall was filled to overflowing when St. 
Patrick’s night was observed by the 
parishioners of St. Augustine’s church. 
The program consisted of an address 
delivered by Judge Thomas E. Riley of 
Malden who gave some very interesting 
facts about ancient and modern Ireland 
and the Irish people. A program of 
music and dancing was also given under 
the direction of Miss Annie G. Donovan 
and this also was interesting. 

Judge Riley stated in his address that 
characteristics have changed in Ireland 
for hundreds of years. He said that the 
men feared each other at first, because 
of the fact that conquest depended on 
strength. Later, however, they banded 
together the different tribes, which com- 
posed 10 or 12 characteristic groups. 
He said Ireland didn’t change even when 
conquered by Caesar. Later Rome de- 
clined and Ireland became the seat of 


learning. Later the conquest of Ireland 


began again by Britain. The British 
made laws against the Irish reducing 
the latter to poverty, etc. He com- 
pared the treatment of Turkey towards 
the Armenians, Russia toward the Jews, 
and said that in the olden days England 
did the same to Ireland. When James 
the first visited Ireland, he declared no 
quarter could be shown and that all 
females must be killed, as no nation 
could live if all the women were killed. 

Failing in this respect, he said that 
England then tried political corruption, 
when they tried to bribe the men of 
Ireland who had the confidence of the 
people. After this attempt Judge Riley 
said that Ireland began to wake up and 
opened up her ports and started indus- 
tries suitable to the island. 

After this England passed a law that 
ng goods could come into England 
which went to Ireland first. That all 
goods must be shipped to England first 
and then reshipped -to Ireland, and 
this was also applied to all exports 
from the Emerald Isle. 
on to tell of the rebellion of 1788, 
which came two years later, and 
as a result England got the chance 
she had been looking for and took 
away ,the Irish rights in parliament. 
After this the home rule fight started, 
and he stated that the easy way to 
remember the different stages was to 
remember the men representing the dif- 
ferent periods. The first was Robert 
Emmet, who represented the desperate. 
Next came Daniel O’Connell who won 
the right for Irish Catholics to sit in 
parliament in 1829, this being the real 
beginning. 

Later in the 19th century, about the 

middle, the fight died out. Then came 

the feudal system, under which the 
‘ people were not allowed to take any 
profit from crops raised outside of pota- 
toes. All money for other crops went 
to the government. This was followed 
‘by the potato famine and as a. result 
many deaths followed. 

Parnell next found a flaw in the 
| constitution which stopped all consti- 
tutional machinery. Judge Riley said 
that many had execrated England for 
her policy towards Ireland, but that the 
radical and rigid measures had not been 
in force for 200 or 300 years. He said 
that in Ireland today the Irish Catho- 
lics had more freedom than they -en- 
joyed in Boston, and that the English 
government was selling the land to the 
Irish farmers, who numbered 60,000 
and who owned over two-thirds of the 
land. He closed by saying that the 
: farmers lived in good houses and not in 
| shacks as usually represented in pictures, 
| and that the present tax amounted to 
' about 35 cents a week.

UP IN A BALLOON 


Jay B. Sica of Boston ‘Teanscrint 
Speaks Before Men’s Club 
of South Church 


It was a very interesting talk that the 
members of the South Church Men’s 
Club and invited guests listened to on 
last Friday evening when Jay B. Benton, 
editor of the Boston Transcript told 
of his many balloon trips over the New 
England states and in New York state. 
For nearly two hours he kept his au- 
dience listening attentively to his thril- 
ling accounts of some of the joyrneys 
which he took, at times alone and at 
other times accompanied. The mem- 
bers of the Free church Men’s Club 
were invited in a body and there were 
many present. 

It was a regular meeting of the club 
and some important business was trans- 
acted previous to the lecture. A nomi- 
nating committee consisting of Jonathan 
M. Holt, Nathan C. Hamblin and 
Joseph H. Blunt were appointed to 
bring in a list of officers to be voted 
on at the May meeting. 

Music was rendered .by a quartet 
and this was very enjoyable. The fol- 
lowing comprised the quartet. Mrs. 
Frederic G. Moore, Mrs. Philip F. 
Ripley, Arthur Bassett and J. Everett 
Collins. 

Philip F. Ripley accompanied the 
vocalists at the piano. Mr. Weeks then 
introduced Jay B. Benton, city editor 
of the Boston Transcript, who gave an 
exceedingly interesting talk on his exper- 
iences on his various balloon trips. 

Mr. Benton said that the most diffi- 
cult part of ballooning was the matter 
of alighting. He said that he did not 
have the least idea of making a trip in 
a balloon until he sat beside Charles 
J. Glidden at a banquet in Boston quite 
a number of years ago, and they got to 
discussing pet hobbies, and in the’ ex- 
changes which followed, Mr. Benton 
received an invitation to take a balloon 
trip. He then went on to explain his 
first experiences on his initial trip, which 
he was invited to participate in. Mr. 
Glidden, in company with Prof. Pick- 
ering was planning to make a trip from 
Rutland, Vt., through the White Moun- 
tain section and Mr. Benton was in- 
vited along. He explained in detail 
the method of inflating the gas bag, the 
use of the bags of sand as ballast and 
described fully the starting of the bal- 
loon on this trip. He said that during 
the night a severe rain storm took place, 
and upon arising the next morning Mr. 
Glidden after looking over the situation, 


decided against the trip, but with Billy |. 


Van Sleet as pilot, Prof. Pickering and 
Mr. Benton could take the trip. They 
started from Rutland and he described 
how the earth, ete., looked from above. 
He said that the balloon did not appear 
to be moving at all, but the objects on 
the earth were all moving rapidly ap-

parently. He explained the various 
methods of ascending and descending, 
and told of an exciting and rapid descent 
on this trip, caused by a peculiar air 
current in one of the valleys over which 
they passed due to the rain storm of the 
previous night. This was finally over- 
come when about 300 feet from the 
earth and the balloon ascended once 
more and continued until they made a 
landing near Lake Winnepesauke. Mr. 
Benton described the landing on this 
trip, and told how they plowed up the 
ground with one corner of the basket 
before the balloon was finally brought 
to a standstill. He told several peculiar 
incidents regarding the trip. 

His second trip was made. starting 
at night, and on this trip they travelled 
from Pittsfield to Catskill, N. Y. He 
told how much easier it was to travel 
at night, and that you could travel for 
a greater length of time on the same 
amount of gas then you could during 
the day, owing to the action of the sun 
at the latter stage. 

He went on to relate his other trips 
which he took alone in order to qualify 
as a sky pilot. Starting from Lowell 
he travelled over Haverhill, Lawrence 
and told of how he was nearly carried 
out to sea before he realized it, and 
| owing to his quick realization of his 
danger he was able to land in the 
marshes near Newburyport. 

He then described his next trip, this 
being the one during which he got the 
best view of Andover. On this occasion 
he also had a narrow escape from get- 
| ting a ducking in the ocean, his Janding

’ PUBLIC HEALTH ASSOCIATION 


The Andover Public Health Associa- 
tion was formed at a meeting held in 
the School Committee room on Decem- 
ber 9, 1915, at the call of the Andover 
Tuberculosis Committee, which for the 
past eight years has had charge of the 
work of the Visiting Nurse. More than 
two hundred notices were sent out to 
contributors and others. On account of 
the weather, only about twenty-five 
persons were present but hearty interest 
was evident and it was unanimously 
voted to form an association to continue 
Visiting Nursing and in other ways to 
promote good health in the town. By- 
Laws were adopted, which were pub- 
lished in the Townsman of December 
17, 1915. 

Among those present, beside members 
of the Committee were: Dr. C. E. Ab- 
bott, Dr. J. J. Daly, C. J. R. Humph- 
reys, Rev. F. A. Wilson, B. S. Flagg, 
Mr. and Mrs. Edwin T. Brewster, Miss 
Swift, Mrs. Robinson, Rev. E. V. 
Bigelow, Mr. and Mrs. George Abbot, 
G. F. French, Mrs. B. M. Allen, and 
Dr. P. J. Look. The following Board of 
Directors was chosen: Dr. W. D. 
Walker, Dr. A. E. Stearns, Rev. F. S. 
Riordan, F. H. Jones, B. M. Allen, Rev. 
M. W. Stackpole, Mrs. G. L. Selden, 
Mrs. G. F. French, C. W. Holland, and 
Dr. C. E. Abbott, as representative of 
the Board of Health. The balance of 
the funds of the Tuberculosis Committee 
was transferred to Mr. Holland, the 
treasurer of the new association, on 
March 9, 1916. 

This association will continue the 
work of the Visiting Nurse. The 
Directors consider, moreover, that the 
time has come for providing additional 
service of this kind, if possible. An 
increase of one third in the receipts for 
the current year will enable them to 
employ, at least for part time, a second 
visiting nurse, greatly to the benefit of 
the community. In tifis, as in other 
plans, the Association will work in 
cooperation with the Board of Health 
and other local agencies. 

The treasurer will be glad to receive 
during the next two months gifts or 
subscriptions from as many former con- 
tributors as possible and from many new 
supporters. It is hoped that two hun- 
dred, at least, may soon be enrolled in 
the Association and that the year’s 
receipts will be increased by $400. In 
view of the number of persons interested 
and of the past generosity shown, the 
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Mrs. Fred Hicks of the “Center” is 
ill with bronchitis.

Real Harm in Smoking 


Scientists of the Paris medical college 
have found by a series of experiments 
that, as physiologists have long asserted, 
tobacco smoke has an injurious effect 
on the heart, but that this effect is not 
dependent on the amount of nicotine 
contained in the tobacco; in fact, smoke 
from the combustion of materials 
other than tobacco appeared to be 
about as harmful. The deleterious 
effects are attributed to the multiple 
products of combustion in the smoke.

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Egg Laying Contest | Fingernails 


No two fingérnails on a person’s hands 
grow at the same rate. The nail on the 
middle finger grows faster than any 
other, while the thumbnail is the slowest 
growing nail. As a rule, too, the nails 
on the right hands grow faster than those 
on the left. .The state of one’s health, 
too, affects the rate of growth. The 
nails on invalids’ hand grow consider- 
ably faster than on the hands of a healthy 
person. Taken on the average the rate 
of growth is an eighth of an inch a 
month, or from an inch to an inch and 
a half a year.—Exchange.

The report for the sixteenth week of 
the first egg laying contest of the Essex 
County Agricultural School, Hathorne,

The table indicates the number of 
eggs laid in this contest for the week 
ending March 21, 1916, also (in the 
first column) the total number of eggs 
produced by the pen to date. 

Each pen contains 10 regular birds 
and a reserve bird, (marked R but not 
included in total production.) 


When the pen record shows a greater 
number of eggs than the total of the in- 
dividual making up that pen, the ex- 
planation is that some eggs were laid 
outside the trap-nests and therefore 
could not be credited to the individual 
In each case, however, the pen gets the 
credit for the full number of eggs laid.

FRENCH AND RUSSIANS WIN | 


London, March 23.—Infantry at- 
tacks northwest of Verdun, preceded 
by a vigorous bombardment, have en- 
abled the Germans to gain g foothold 
on the hill of Haucourt, which lies 
just outside the village of Melancourt 
and between that town and the east- 
ern edge of the Melancourt wood. 

The entire sector of about two and 
a half miles from the Avocourt wood 
to Melancourt has been subjected to 
a violent artillery bombardment and 
several German infantry attacks, but 
except in the immediate vicinity of 
Malancourt the Germans were held by 
the French barrier fire and were un- 
able to advance. 

Northwest of Verdun, around Dou- 
aumont and Vaux, an intense artillery 
bombardment is still in progress. The 
infantry forces, however, have re- 
mained inactive in this district. 

From the west, in the forest of the 
Argonne, the French are_ heavily 
shelling the Malancourt wood, which 
is in the hands of the Germans, and 
at various points in the forest have 
bombarded German organizations. 

The Russian olfensive against the 
Germans in northwest Russia has in- 
creased in intensity and fighting is in 
progress day and night. The latest 
official statement from Russian gen- 
eral headquarters says that desper- 
ate infantry fighting is proceeding 
north of Postavy, whence the Ger- 
mans launched violent counter-at- 


tacks in an attempt to dislodge the | 


Russians from trenches which they 
had previously captured. 

Respecting this operation the Ber- 
lin communication says that at this 
point the Russians delivered their 
heaviest attack and their losses 
reached “extraordinarily high figures, 
even for the number of Russians in 
action.” 

The Russians captured three lines 
of the German trenches on the shore 
of Lake Narocz, where, it is offi- 
cially declared, the fighting is de- 
veloping in favor of the Russian 
forces. Here the Russians, despite 
“asphyxiating gases and a murderous 
fire,“ forced three lines of wire en- 
tanglements and made their gain in a 
series of furious hand-to-hand en- 
counters. 

The Russian war office also officially 
announces the capture of Ispahan in 
Persia, after an engagement. An 
unofficial report says that the Aus- 
trians have abandoned Czernowitz, 
capital of Bukowina. 

Bad weather again has broken over 
the Austro-Italian front, but it has 
not put a stop to the violent bom- 
bardments. The Austrians have de- 
livered surprise attacks with infantry 
against Italian positions at various 
points, but, according to Rome, have 
everywhere been repulsed. 

The famous Galloper lightship, at 
the mouth of the Thames, has been 
sunk, and, according to Lloyd’s 
report, the lightship was torpedoed. 


Washington, March 22.—Treasury 
Officials declare that arrests of cigar 
and cigaret manufacturers in New 
York on charges of defrauding the 
government of internal revenue taxes 
only scratched the surface of fraud- 
ulent practices which have extended 
from manufacturers to retailers and 
even consumers al] over the country. 

So far the investigation has not 
shown just when the conspiracy be- 
gan, but it is believed that it may be 
traced back as far as twenty-five 
years. Estimates of the amounts out 
of which the government has been de- 
frauded run up to $10,000,000. 

Only a small part of the amount can 
be recovered, but the government in- 
tends to bring civil proceedings to get 
back every cent possible and to im- 
prison such offenders as can be 
reached, 


CARDINAL GOTT! DEAD 


Prefect of Propaganda at Rome Had 
Been Iii For Some Time 
Rome, March 20.—Cardinal Jerome 
M. Gotti, prefect of the propaganda, 

died Sunday. 

Gotti was burn in 1834 at Genoa and 
was made a cardinal in 1895. He had 
been ill for some time. The office of 
the propaganda, which 
Gotti held, is one of the most influ- 
ential in the Catholic church.

MEXICANS JOIN VILLA 


San Antonio, Tex., March 23.— 
Ueneral Luis Herrera, until recently 
military governor of Chihuahua, with 
2000 trained soldiers, issued a gen- 
eral defiance of the United States, 
joined the Villista standard, and now 
is marching northwestward to join 
the forces of the bandit leader. 


Though unconfirmed, authoritative 
reports to this effect were accepted 
at army headquarters here. 

This, in addition to persistent re- 
ports that throughout the state of 
Chihuahua Villa agents are rallying 
the old army to the colors, while 
their chief has left his band and gone 
southward to confer with his sup- 
posed enemy, Colonel Cano of the 
Carranza forces at Namiquipa, among 
whose troops are hundreds of ex-Villa 
men, has forced upon army officials 
here the belief that a general upris- 
ing against the Americans throughout 
northern Mexico is at hand, and that 
within a few days the pursuit of Gen- 
eral Villa may have sunk into insig- 
nificance beside the grave internation- 
al crisis. 

It has been apparent along the bor- 
der for days that the power of Car- 
ranza to control his own troops is 
fading rapidly, while the authority of 
Villa has been growing. This, with 
the cutting of telegraph wires along 
the ‘fines of railway, has given 
weight to the reports brought by 
refugees that the slogan of “Death to 
the Gringoes” fs being spread 
throughout the country. 

Even though unconfirmed, the re- 
port that Herrera had aligned him- 
self with Villa against the United 
States was received with grave con- 
cern by General Funston and _ his 
staf. : 

Funston said last night that he had 
been informed of Herrera’s reported 
revolt, and that, while there was 
lacking confirmation, he had taken 
precautionary steps toward meeting 
any aggression along the border. 

Consul Beltran of Carranza’s gov- 
ernment received no report of the re- 
ported revolt of Herrera’ and he was 


inclined to laugh at it as a “border 
rumor.” 

According to the version reaching 
here, Herrera was’ re'noved from 
command and imnediate!ly took steps | 
to atiennte his cerison. 

That Carranza has enough loyal 


trocps in northern Mexico to drive | 


him from the city of Chihuahua, it 
he attempts te hold that place, was 
believed by military men here, but it 
was feared that retention of Chihua- 
hua would not be his plan. 

Military observers here see a pos- 
sible connection in Herrera’s alleged 
revolt with the interruption of wire 
service between Casas Grandes and 
Juarez Tuesday and the wire-cutting 
yesterday between Ojinaga, opposite 
Presidio, and Torreon. It was sug- 
gested that the persons who cut the 
wires between Casas Grandes and 
Juarez might have thought that they 
were being used by Pershing for com- 
munication with Funston. 

If the report should be true, and 
if Herrera desired, he could embar- 
rass greatly the United States in Its 
efforts to run down Villa and his fol- 
lowers, say these observers. 

Cutting of the Mexican Northwest- 
ern railway at certain points would 
make it impossible, they say, for the 
Americans to use it for forwarding 
supplies for the army even if the Car- 
ranza government decided to grant 
Funston’s request. Another move 
that it was feared he might make was 
to go north and east along the trail to 
Ojinaga and attack Presidio. 

A small American force is there 
now, and this probably will be 
strengthened. Such a raid would not 
be so simple as that effected at Co- 
lumbus, however, since between 
Presidio and Ojinaga is the Rio 
Grande river instead of an imaginary 
boundary line.

BIRD LIFE AND SONGS

canary bird, purble finch, song sparrow, 
bobolink, bluebird, red-winged black- 
bird, white-throated sparrow, brown 
thrush, Baltimore oriole, bluejay, vireo 
| thrush, hermit and wood’ thrush, scarlet 
tannager, rose-breasted grosbeak, whip- 
poorwill, screech owl, cardinal or red- 
bird, chickadee and the mocking-bird, 
and imitated their different songs. 

He whistled the song of the bluebird 
as it was written out on music paper | 
with regular notes to show. how it | 
sounded, then gave his version of the | 
song of a bluebird; then he imitated a | 
tame canary’s song showing that bird- 
music could not be written. He showed 
a chart of tones used in bird songs and 
illustrated the same by whistling. He 
said that people could learn much about 
bird life and songs by going into the 
woods and that many people believed a 
bird was limited in his songs to one or 
two, bul this was not true, as most 
birds have many different songs. The 
song sparrow has many different songs. 
He said that he had discovered that the 
song sparrows in New Hampshire were 
singing a different song than those 
about here, and explained this by illus- 
trating the different pronunciation of 
“Papers” by the newsboys in Boston 
and those in Chicago. He also showed 
how the same kinds of birds in different 
States have different’ ways of singing 
the same song. 

The bobolink is said to have no 
special song, but repeats the same one 
over and over again. In the spring the 
| bobolink has a bright-colored suit and 
after mating he loses his brightness and 
stops singing. 

The song of the white-throated spar- 
row was described as a serene song, and | 
the best time to observe this bird is | 
early in the morning in May, when they 
are usually found in meadows. He 
considered the thrasher one of the best 
singers, although he had no tune in his 
song. The bird sings early in the morn- 
ing and evening. The Baltimore oriole’s 
song is said to be sad and sweet but 
lively, as though in contrast to his sur- 
roundings. The bluejay is called a 
cruel bird and his song shows this, but 
he sometimes sings a sweet and pretty 
song to his mate. Mr. Gorst described 
the cardinal and said many people con- 
fused this bird with the scarlet tannager, 
| but the cardinal has a crest and black 
mask. ; 

In closing he gave a short description 
| of bird language and said when one felt | 
| tired it would do him good to take a 
| bird-book and study nature. 


New Electric Ranges 


| The recent invention of new and 
| better heating units has made the elec- 
tric kitchen range an active competitor 
of gas or coal ranges, from an economic 
standpoint. The most remarkable im- 
provements in the electric range are the 
new sheathed resistance wire for the 
heating units and new and better heat 
insulation, the product of the extensive 
| laboratories of the General Electric 


| Company. 
| Ordinary cooking utensils are used 
with the new range. As all the heat 
| is confined to the heating parts there is 
no burning ‘off of the finish, so the range 
does not require polishing. There are 
three eight-inch hot plates, an oven and 
a broiler on the ordinary domestic size 
range. 
| The hot plates are made by pouring 
| molten cast iron around a sheathed wire 
winding. This forms a complete self- 
contained unit with perfect heat conduc- 
tion and distribution. ‘They are strong- 
er than the old-time stove lid as they are 
reinforced by the cast-in wire, and will 
not warp or crack. <A switch for each 
hot plate provides three degrees of heat; 
high heat for first heating, and medium 
;or low to maintain cooking. With 
boiled meat, it is important that the 
liquid be at boiling point when the 
meat is put in, but at a temperature 
of about 180 deg. F. during the cooking. 
This is impractical with ordinary ranges 
under the varying conditions of draft, 
18in. by 12 in. oven reaches baking 
temperature in 16 minutes after the 
current is turned on. The _ fireless 
cooker principle embodied in the heat- 
retaining walls keeps it hot for two- 
thirds of an hour after the switch is 
turned off. All vapors and natural 
juices are retained and cooked through 
the meat with (heir full -avor and nu- 
t itive value. If dinner is delayed, the 
stored heat of the oven will keep it hot 
and ready to serve when required. 

The top unit of the oven is used as a 
radiant broiler which ensures tender 
chops and steaks since all the juices 


| bunker down 


of the meat are retained instead ?of 
being consumed. All parts are broiled 
evenly with no trace of charring as is 
common with other methods. In the 
average home very little meat is broiled 
as the coal fire is seldom in the right 
condition or is deadened and made use- 
less for other purposes for some time 
after it is used for broiling, and the 
meat tastes of gas if the lat er fuel is 
used. Electric brciling is the ideal 
method. A substantial drip pan, wire 
shelves and necessary rack supports are 
provided with the range. 

Both the oven and broiler units con- 
sist of open windings of sheathed wire 
assembled in a ectangular sheet metal 
frame. ‘They are treated by the caloriz- 
ing process which prevents oxidation. 
This construction is both light and 
strong and insures quick heating. These 
units are controlled by the same switch 
but it is impossible to have them both 
in circuit at the same time, thus pre- 
venting excessive: current consumption. 

The vegetable cooker, which is some- 
times furnished in place of one of the 
hot plates, is especially useful for pre- 
paring stews, vegetables, cereals, etc., 
which require steaming or boiling. It 
utilizes very little current and has all 
the advantages of a fireless cooker. 


Modern Refrigerating Advance 


—— 


The reconstruction of a buitting in 
Boston for the storage of foodstuffs 
and supplies used. on its dining ¢ars 
has just been completed by the New 
Haven railroad. The new building not 
only gives a greatly increased capacity. 
but also provides the most modern and 
efficient refrigerating system thet could 
be found for the purposes di siiei. 

The building is a two story siructure, 
the top floor of which is vive over to 
the offices of the dining car superin 
tendent and his assistants and to a 
storeroom for china, glassware, linen. 
ete., while the ground floor allows 
space for the receiving and delivery 


| departments and the refrigerators 


In addition-to the offices on the sec- 
ond floor, there is a room for the stor- 
ing of linen and silverware. In this 
room there are thousands of dollars’ 
worth of linen that was purchased 
some time ayo in anticipation of the 
increase in price of this class of goods 
The supply on hand in this room will 
last the company for two years. An- 
other room on the second floor is given 
over to crockery and glassware, still 
another to empty bottles, which are re- 
turned tothe manufacturers. There is 
a stock room for the very few cases 
of canned goods that ure used. Prac- 
tically all foodstuffs served in the com- 
pany’s dining cars ure received fresh 
daily. There are certain foodstuffs that 
have to be bought in cans, such as 
sardines, and certain vegetables in the 
winter months. 

There are also on this floor six large 
lockers, each of which contains com- 


In addition to the refrigerating plant 
on the ground fluor, there are the re- 
ceiving and distributing departments 
and also rvoms for storing special arti- 
cles, such as bottled goods, cigars and 
case goods. All food that is received 
is checked, inspected and weighed. 
Not only are the goods inspected after 
arrival, but attention is also paid to 
the means of conveying the goods to 
the plant. If the merchant has not ex- 
ercised suflicient care in packing and 
covering the goods for transit to the 
building the company refuses to take 
them. In the case of fruits and vege- 
tables this is an important factor, par- 
tieularly in hot weather. 


Preparing Meals on the Diner. 


The manigement of the commissary 
department of a railroad is a complex 
and intricate proposition. When all 
the food that is served in the dining 
ear is cooked especially for each meal 
on the car, as is done on the New 
Haven dining cars, no detail is too in- 
significant to receive the closest atten- 
tion of all c®ncerned with the manage- 
ment. The dining car service of the 
New Haven railroad has been likened 
to the restaurant service of a large ho- 
tel run on the installment plan. The 
New Haven railroad serves nearly 500,- 
000 meals u year on its cars. There 
are fiftebn separate “restaurants” in 
the system, each one of which is on 
wheels. Each of these “restaurants” 
has a manager, three or four cooks 
and several waiters. All of them, 
however, are under one management.

freezing ‘point. It is the policy of 
the New Haven railroad to serve only 


fresh foodstuffs, and not even the poul- | 


try is permitted to freeze. The tem- 
peratures maintained in the various 
compartments range from 34 to 40 de- 
grees above zero. 

The -principal feature of this plant 
is that the pipes are located above the 
storage space and separated from the 
foodstuffs by a bunker arrangement. 
This permits circulation of the eold air 
through openings on either side of the 
into the compartments 
and prevents the frost that accumu- 
lates on the pipes from coming into 
close proximity with the food. There 
is also a separate door above each 
compartment by which the pipes may 
be reached to be cleaned and scraped 
of the frost. This system of refrig- 
erating has been pronounced the most 
sanitary in existence. Before it was 
installed the engineers and the dining 
ear superintendent investigated and 
studied every known system to make 
sure that the proper plant had been 
selected. 

The racks in the compartments upon 
which the foodstuffs are placed are 
constructed so that they may be taken 
down and removed with little effort 
for purposes of cleaning. These com- 


partments are cleaned regularly at fre- 


quent intervals.

North of the Arctic Circle 


That crop production may be prac- 
ticed north of the Arctic circle is one 
of the interesting facts brought out 
by a report on a reconnoissance soil 
survey in Alaska. ‘This embodies the 
results of a study of the soils of a 
vast area in Alaska by experts of the 
bureau of oils, made for the purpose 
| of determining the possibilities of agri- 
| cultural development. 
| It was found that gardening is car- 
ried on and grass thrives in Alaska, 
up to and north of the Arctic circle. 
| In addition. it is shown that the cli- 
mate and soils of Finland are very 
similar to those of Alaska, the latitude 
of the two regions being practically 
identical. In Finland a number of 
crops are grown at a considerable dis- 
tance north of the Arctic circle. Bar- 
ley, for example, is generally grown as 
far north as 68 degrees 30 minutes, or 
2 degrees north of the circle. Almost 
7,000,000 acres in Finland were under 
cultivation and in improved meadow in 
1911. That country has a population 
of 3,140,000 (reported in 1911), and 
about 85 per cent of this number live 
outside the cities. Crop production, 
stock raising and dairying are important 
industries. : 

This comparison with Finland and 
another with parts of Siberia are given 
to demonstrate the possibility of agri- 
cultural developemnt in Alaska.

POST OFFICES OF UNITED STATES 


Government Says a Ten-Footer Good Enough for 
Andover and Builds $50,000 Structures for 
Back Woods Towns in Texas. 


Few people realize the enormous waste associated in the past three-years 
with the construction of public buildings for the benefit of the present political 
party now in control. A recent review of this situation, in connection with 
an article showing; the loss by the Post Office Department in its operation of 
all the different branches of its service over $17,000,000 a year is submitted in 
the following abstract from that article written by a close student of Govern- 
ment ownership and its disadvantages. i 

Taken in connection with the niggardly attitude of the National Govern- 
ment relative to the location of the postoffice here in Andover, it makes a com- 
mentary upon the theory that “Government is service for all the people”, most 
difficult to understand. Here in Andover we are to be put off on a side street 
with a little ten-foot structure, all on the theory that hy so doing the Govern- 
ment is to save a few hundred dollars a year without any reference to the manner 
in which the public of the town is to be discommoded. Compare this attitude 
with actual operation or Government expenditure in some of the communities 
referred to in the following article.

Dogs Carry Disease 


The dog in the country is a useful and 
pleasant adjunct to the farm if he is 
properly controlled and cared for, but 
when neglected may readily become a 
carrier of disease to stock, in addition 
_to gaining opportunity to kill sheep 
and destroy gardens and other property. 
Dog ordinances, as a general rule, have 
been intended chiefly to curb the dog’s 
power of doing harm by attacking, bit- 
ing, killing, or running sheep or stock. 


, dogs, the foot-and-mouth disease is 
| probably of the greatest interest at this 
‘time. In this case the dog acts as a 
mechanical carrier of infection. The 
dog which runs across an infected farm 
easily may carry in the dirt on his feet 
the virus of this most contagious of 
animal diseases to other farms and thus 
spread the disease to the neighboring 
herds. In infected localities it is abso- 
lutely essential, therefore, to keep all 
dogs chained and never to allow them 
off the farm except on leash. 

There are, however, many other mal- 
adies in the spread of which. the dog 
takes an active part. In Bulletin 260 
of the department, “The Dog as a 
Carrier of Parasites and Disease,” it 
is pointed out that rabies, hydatid, 
ringworm, favus, double-pored tape- 
worm, roundworm, and tongue worm 
are often conveyed to human beings in 
this way. It occasionally happens also 
that the dog helps fleas and ticks in 
transmitting bubonic plague or the 
deadly spotted fever. 

Hydatid disease is caused by the 
presence in the liver, kidneys, brain, 
lungs, and other organs of a bladder 
worm or larval tapeworm. Bladder 
worms are often as large as an orange 
and. may be larger. A dog which is 
allowed to feed on carrion or the raw 
viscera of slaughtered animals may eat 
all or part of a bladder worm containing 
numerous tapeworm heads. These 
tapeworm heads develop into small 
segmented tapeworms in the intestines 
of the dog. The tapeworms in turn 
develop eggs which are passed out in 
the excrement of the dog. They are 
spread broadcast on grass and in drink- 
ing water where animals can very well 
eat them and thus become infected. 
The hog is particularly liable to this 
disease because of its rooting habits. 
The eggs may get into human food, and 
persons who allow dogs to lick their 
hands_and face also run the risk of 
getting the eggs of the tapeworm in 
their systems. 

Prevention on the farm consists in so 
restraining the dog that he can not get 
at carrion or raw viscera. Viscera 
should .be boiled before being fed to 
dogs and should never be thrown on 
the fields. If not cooked and fed, 
viscera and carcasses should be burned, 
buried with lime, or so disposed of as 
not to be accessible to dogs. Proper 
feeding of the dog is essential, and the 
owner who does not feed a dog properly 
has no right to keep one. 

The parasite which causes gid in 
sheep somewhat resembles the hydatid 
worm. A dog allowed to eat the brain 
of a giddy sheep may swallow this 
parasite and later distribute the eggs 
of the resulting tapeworm over the 
pasture. Sheep while grazing swallow 
the eggs with the grass which they eat. 
In the case of sheep dogs it is important 
to administer vermifuges often enough 
to keep them free of these worms. In 
the case of sheep measles, the bladder 
worm in the meat, typical of this dis- | 
ease, is swallowed by the dog and 
again the tapeworm eggs are passed 
by the dog to grass or water, and there 
are eaten by sheep. 

Of the external parasites which dogs 
may carry to animals, fleas and the 
various kinds of ticks are both trouble- 
some and dangerous. The remedy is | 
clear. The owner must keep his dog 
clean, not merely for the comfort and | 
happiness of the dog, but to prevent it 
from becoming a carrier of disagreeable 
and dangerous vermin. 

These reasonable measures, important 


to the stock on the farm, have a direct 
connection with the health of the family. 
Where ringworm or other skin diseases 
break out among the children, or the 
worm parasites develop, it is well to 
determine whether a dirty or uncared- 
for dog may not be carrying infection 
on his skin or hair, or be conveying 
disease from carrion directly to the food 
and persons of his friends. Even if 
no one is infected with diesase, the folly 
of allowing a dog to’ remain dirty and 
have the freedom-of a home where 
personal cleanliness and hygiene are 
respected is apparent. 


Geographical Changes 


Geologists tell us that during the 
Eocene era, when the shores of the 
Gulf of Mexico lay coysiderably farther 
inland than at the present time, a long, 
baylike extension of the gulf filled the 
present valley of the Mississippi up to 
the ‘mouth of the Ohio, says a billetin 
of the United States geological survey. 
Fhe boundaries of this ancient bay 
were not stationary, but shifted slowly 
back and forth from time to time, so 
that open sea was gradually replaced 
by brackish Water, and this by swamps 
and peat bogs. The succeeding ad- 
| vance of the sea buried these old peat 
| bogs beneath accumulations of clay sand 
| and sea shells.

Appointed to Navy League 

Washington, D.C., March. —C. J. 
R. Humphreys and Francis H. Johnson 
of Andover, Massachusetts, have been | 
appointed to the Membership Com- 
mittee of the Navy League of the United 
States and will help to represent that 
organization in his district in the active, 
aggressive campaign which it is carry- 
ing on in all parts of the country in 
behalf of adequate preparedness against 
invasion and disaster. They will co- 
operate With the members of the Navy 
League’s state committee for Massa- 
chusetts, of which John L. Saltonstall 
of Boston is chairman, and will lend 
their energetic and enthusiastic support 
to the work undertaken to consolidate 
and organize the overwhelming senti- 
ment of thinking people of that state 
in behalf of measure of adequate pre- 
paredness. <A special letter has been 
forwarded Messrs. Humphreys and 
Johnson by the Navy League, notifying 
them of their appointments. 


Great interest is felt all over the 
country in the Navy League’s sensa- 
tional campaign in behalf of adequate 
national defense which has done so 
much toward the awakening of the 
American people to the danger of their 
undefended condition. 


The Navy League is not in any sense 
a militarist organization. Since its 
foundation more than fourteen years 
ago it has been foremost in the work 
for international peace, Its president 
General Horace Porter was twice dele- 
gate to the World’s Peace Conference 
at the Hague, and in all its actions and 
ulterances the Leaguerlias worked for 
and advocated peace, BUT until such 
a time as the possibility of war is re- 
duced to much below its present ratio 
it believes that it would be just as unwise 
for the United States to allow its navy 
as it would be for a 
householder to allow his fire insurance 
policy to lapse because he disapproved 
of fires and hoped there would be no 
more of them. 

The Navy League holds that this 
country’s best defense lies in the three 
thousand or more miles of water which 
separate it from the nearest of its power- 
ful neighbors. Should war ever be 
forced upon this country, the Navy 
League holds, its battles ought not to | 
be fought by armies on American soil, 
but by trained fighting men in ships, 
far out on the ocean where destruction 
of life and property will be kept to a 
minimum, and the savage business of 
killing will be kept as far as possible 


| from America’s homes and shores. 


To this end it-has always advocated 
a navy second to none, which will be 
able to guarantee absolutely that no 
hostile army will be able ever to_effgct 
a landing upon the shores of our country, 
and in this demand it believes it is 


| backed by unanimous public opinion 


all over the country. The most effec- 
tive testimony to the popularity of the 
cause of the Navy League with repre- 


; sentative citizens all over the country 


is the manner in which its membership 
has increased by leaps and bounds 
within the past few months yntil at 
present it numbers upon its rolls more 
than 60,000 members. 

The Navy League is’ the oldest: and 
best organized of the Nationdl Defense 
societies. It was founded and chartered 
in 1902, and ‘among its officers and 
members are Admiral Dewey, Theodore 
Roosevelt, Cardinal Gibbons, Rt. Rev- 
erend Philip Khinelander dnd Dr. 
Lyman Abbot, while many of America’s 
most prominent women are ameng the 
members of its Woman’s Section. Its 
accounts are and always have been 
opehed to inspection. The headquar- 
ters of the Navy League are in the 
Southern Building in Washington, D.C.,;

Naval Emblems 


A basket slung from the mainmast 
head is a sailor’s sign to notify that 
the cargo has been loaded or dis- 
charged, as the case may be, and 
that the ship is ready to start on her 
next trip. A generally mysterious em- 
blem is a besom lashed to a main- 
mast or bridge railing. This is to 
signify that the vessel is for sale. Oc- 
casionally a dark blue stripe may be 
seen running fore and aft on a vessel, 
as a matter of fact this is a sign of 
recent bereavement. Blue is the sail- 
or’s mourning, and the stripe of this 
color takes the place of the black 
margin or band used by the lands- 
man as a notification of death.

The report for the seventeenth week of 
the first egg laying contest of the Essex 
County Agricultural School, Hathorne, 
and the Essex County Poultry Associa- 
tion follows:— 


The table indicates the number of 
eggs laid in this contest for the week 
ending March 28, 1916, also (in the 
first column) the total number of eggs 
produced by the pen to date. 

Each pen contains 10 regular birds 
and a reserve bird, (marked R but not 
included in total production.) 


When the pen record shows a greater 
number of eggs than the total of the in- 
dividual making up that pen, the ex- 
planation is that some eggs were laid 
outside the trap-nests and therefore 
could not be credited to the individual. 
In each case, however, the pen gets the 
credit for the full number of eggs laid.

Last Sunday evening the church was 
well filled, and the service seemed the 
crowning one so far in the series.

THIRTY KILLED IN WRECK 


Three Trains Figure In Disaster on 
New York Central System 

Cleveland, March 30.—With a toll 
of at least thirty persons dead and 
forty or more injured, a wreck on 
the New York Central system is be- 
ing investigated by the officials of the 
government, the state of Ohio and 
the railroad company. 

Three trains, including the Twen- 
tieth Century Limited, west-bound, 
and two sections of No. 86, known as 
the Chicago-Pittsburg Limited, east- 
bound, came together in collision 
near Amherst, thirty-seven miles 
west of Cleveland. 

Reports generally credited were 
that the first and second sections of 
No. 86 were proceeding rapidly and at 
some points were only a mile or 80 
apart. When the second section 
crashed into the first section, the 
Twentieth Century ploughed into the 
wreckage of the first two trains, 
which bulged over from the parallel! 
tracks. 

A pall of fog had settled down over 
northern Ohio and the night was al- 
most inky darkness. This, with the 
alleged failure of a towerman to do 
his duty under the rules, was as- 
cribed by some of the railroad ofti- 
cials as-the cause of the wreck. The 
towerman, it was said, had been 
without sleep most of the time since 
Sunday night, his wife being ill and 
requiring his attention when he was 


not on duty,

STATE AND NATION 


El Paso, Tex., March 30,—The 
tirst train bearing supplies to General 
Pershing’s troops at the front will 
probably leave Juarez some time to- 
day. Immediately on receipt of the 
news from Washington that General 
Carranza had permitted the use of the 
Northwestern railroad for the send- 
ing of supplies, final preparations were 
rushed by the quartermaster’s de- 
partment for the iorwarding of for- 
age, food and gasolene. 

“The limitations imposed by Carran- 
za, confining shipment to goods sent 
to concerns in Mexico who have con- 
tracts with the expeditionary force, 
caused some disappointment among 
army officers. 

It was feared that these restric- 
tions, coupled with the fact that mili- 
tary guards could. not accompany the 
trains, might seriously hamper the 
transmission of an adequate stream 
of supplies. 

The Northwestern lines between 
here and Casas Grandes, near which 
town General Pershing has estab- 
lished his principal base in Mexico, 
are admittedly bad. Almost all the 
bridges which spanned the numerous 
gulches betweem the two towns have 
been burned by brigands who have 
roved through the country during the 
last two years. 

These bridges have not been re- 
paired, but temporary tracks have 
been laid on improvised roadbeds in 
the gulches’ themselves. These 
tracks cannot stand any very heavy 
traffic. and make the progress of the 
trains slow. 

The equipment of the road is also 
poor, most of the cars being in need 
of repairs. At the best of times a 
train leaving Juarez took eight to ten 
hours to travel the 168 miles to Casas 
Grandes, 

At present members of the quarter- 
master’s staff believe the trip will not 
be made in less than twenty-two to 
twenty-five hours. This, however, 
will be a considerable improvement 
over the time made by the motor 
truck trains operating from Columbus. 
Permission for the full use of the 
Northwestern railroad would mean 
that the border base of Pershing’s ex- 
pedition would be shifted from _Co- 
lumbus to El Paso. This step, how- 


ever, will not be taken under the 
present circumstances, and in any 
event, it is planned to continue the 
motor truck trains as, as least, a 
supplementary service. 

Motor trucks take thirty-one hours 
to reach Casas Grandes under the 


most favorable, conditions, allowing 
only three hours far Waits and rests. 
The roads from Columbis, however, 
have been odadly cut up by the con- 
stant heavy traffie. Continuous sand- 
storms have cansed serious trouble, 
and trucks are not able to carry 
more than a 2000-pound load. 

The troops at the front require 
100,000 pounds of forage and food 
daily and this does not include the 
requirements of the soldiers guard- 
ing the lines of communication or the 
question of gasolene. 

The absence of any definite news ot 
the pursuit of Villa has caused a 
slackening of interest in the chase as 
far as the border is concerned. It is 
virtually accepted here that the ban- 
dit has eluded his pursuers, at least 
for the present, and that no clash 
between the Villa forces and Ameri- 
can troops can be expected in the im- 
mediate future.

Every agency open to the state de- 
partment is being employed in an et- 
fort to gather an unimpeachable ar- 
ray of facts regarding the explosion 
which damaged the British channel 
steamer Sussex; the sinking of the 
British ships Manchester Bngineer, 
Englishman and Eagle Point, and the 
alleged firing of a torpedo at the 
French passenger ship Patria. 

All these ships carried American 
citizens’, and all apparently were at 
tacked in violation of Germany’s re- 
cently renewed assurances to the 
United States.

GOVERNMENT POST OFFICES 


(Continued From Page 1) 


Is This Business Efficiency? 


During the past thirteen years our 
Post Office Department has lost the 
vast sum of $226,000,0C0, an average 
of $17,000,000 a year. 


Last year Uncle Sam appropriated 
$50,000 to build a public building in 
the town of Basin, Wyoming. The 
last census credited that town with 
just 763 in habitants. Do you think 
the postal transactions of 763 men, 
women and children require a fifty 
thousand dollar building? During this 
same year the government also ap- 
propriated $100,000 tor a post office 
building in a city of 55,545 people. 
In other words, for some inscrutable 
reason, two dollars per capita is con- 
sidered a sufficient appropriation for 
the housing of the post office business 
of one community while sixty-five dollars 
a head is not regarded as an excessive 
advance when the needs of a different 
community are in question. 


Our government erects public build- 
ings with scant regard to either the 
population or the needs of the people. 
The press has from time to time criti- 
cised the policy and the folly of expend- 
ing large sums for post office buildings 
in towns and small cities, but the folly 
goes on year after year. 


Concerning Municipal Ownership 
The Public Pays: 

In the Public Building Act, approved 
by Congress March 1, 1913, funds were 
provided for 290 post office buildings at 
a cost of nearly $23,000,000. The 
expenditure of this great sum was to 
be devoted almost exclusively to the 
-building .of post. offices. Our method 
of erecting public buildings, or rather 
lack of method, is shockingly wasteful 
and extravagant. Splendid buildings, 
frequently costing from two to ten 
times what they are worth, are con- 
structed in small towns where a building 
large enough to house all the business 
of the locality might be rented for a 
song; in addition to which loss the town 
must sacrifice the taxes which, were the 
property privately owned, would be 
assessed against it. Of course the Post 
Office loses nothing for it never spends 
a cent on phblic buildings. They are 
built by the Treasury department and 
are paid for by federal taxation. That 
is to say, every time you buy a cigar, 
every time you purchase a hat or attend 
a moving picture show, you are helping 
to pay for these extravagant public 
buildings. 


Architectural White Elephants 


In the Public Buildings Act, already 
referred to, we find provision for 49 
post office buildings. Each of these 
buildings has been designed to cost 
$50,000. The dverage population of 
the towns to be adorned with these 
architectural white elephants was 3,180 
when the last census was taken. Basin, 
Wyoming, is included among them. 
Cody, in the same state, had a popula- 
tion of only 1,132, but possibly, as the 
home of “Buffalo Bill’, the absence of 
an extra two thousand or so citizens 
might be overlooked and a fifty thous- 
and dollar post office considered as 
just as much a municipal necessity as 


though Cody were a metropolis of 

3,000. 

Some Examples: 
Vernal, Utah, had 836 people./in 


1910 and has been growing at the rate 
of 18 inhabitants a year since, yet 
Uncle Sam donates $50,000 for a fine 
building there. The cost of this build- 
ing, interest charges, janitor service, 
repairs, etc, etc, will foot up to about 
$4,000 a year. A good post office room 
could be hired in the town at an annual 
rent of $400 a year with a saving of 
$3,600 annually. Anoka, Minnesota, 
which, in 1890, had a population of 
4,252 had only 3,972 in 1910—a loss
